When the people 
of Nevada bccomo mindful of 'their 
otvu Interests and cast their votes ac- 
cordingly, the evil will cease, and uot 
until then. A single legislature with 
it two-thirds' majority In each bouse, 
which will bo required to crush the 
executive vetoing power, wlU,vettlo the 
matter for the entitling two years nnd 
probably for all time. A single legis 
lature not under the control .of our 
corporation masters, and or sufficient 
strength to check executive interfer- 
ence, and the reign of despotism in 
Nevada will aiid, uucl nover to bo ro- 
ti«wod if the poopla continue' their 
good work ou succeeding election days.

all otbor thin gs to fall In price the gold- 
bugs deny that under-production of 
money can have caused money to rise 
in value. That Is simplyabsnrd. Tbe 
trouble Is, luck of money to buy what 


, Is produced, furthermore it is self- 


evident that a fall in the price of any 
article duo to producing too much of 
it, tends to correct it* self, for the next 
year loss of that article is produced. 
Over-production has caused.particular 
articles to full in price at certain times, 
but It could never account for the gen- 
eral fall In all articles since 1878. In 
other wordt, the gold argument—that 
•II articles have fallen in price because 
more of all-of them have boon pro- 
duced than there ha* been money'to 
buy them with, Is but another way of 
stating the proposition of the bimetal 
lists, which is that the supply of money 
has not kept pace with the increase 
demand for It, due to increasing bust 
neso, production and population. It is 
Impossible lo set forth iu a short art 
icle the vast mass of evidence on the 
subject of over-production. All of It 
however, was presented before the 
English royal commission on agricul 
tnre In 1897, and this is what they con 
elude: 


"Although 
some

urged that the full In prices Is largely 
due to over-production, we have no 
evidence and wo greatly question ii 
•ny such evidence could be adduced 
to show that, compared with the la- 
crease of population, the food pro- 
ducts of the world to<day are materi- 
ally greater than they were before the 
fall iu prices commenced. In the case 
of 
wheat, indeed—the 
commodity 


which has fallen more in price than 
•ny other—the information which we 
have appears to point in the opposite 
direction."
